The UPS status monitor 110 has two modes of operation, automatic and manual. 
In automatic mode, UPS status monitor [[lOOjjnO automatically appears (e.g., by 
"popping up" on the user's display screen) when predetermined events occur, such as 
when the UPS 50 goes on battery. When the UPS 50 goes on battery, for example, the 
UPS status monitor 110 provides graphical and non-graphical (e.g., alphanumeric and/or 
textual) information (e.g., indicators) on battery status, charge level and time remaining 
until shutdown. The UPS status monitor 110 disappears either when another 
predetermined event occurs (such as when the event that caused its display is resolved, 
e.g., when utility power is restored) or upon a predetermined input from the user. Thus, 
in at least one embodiment of the invention, during automatic mode, the UPS status 
monitor 110 appears only when needed (e.g., when information needs to be provided to 
the user). 
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
